MORE IN WHEAT 


- Report of Census and Statistics De- 
partment Shows Greatly Increased 
Acreage in Spring Wheat 


Ottawa, Ont., June 12.—The census 
and statistics office has issued a re 
port on ‘the estimated area and condi- 
tion of the principal field crops of 
Canada at the end of May, based on 
the ‘reports of 2 large staff of corres- 
pondents. The area under fall wheat 
is put down at 707,200 acres, which ie 
45,1V0 acres mote than last year and 
its cent. of standard condition is 
gi as 67.65, Which Is 6.60 higher 
than last year. Spring wheat is 
given an area of 8,587,600 acres, be- 
ing 1,499,300. acres more than last 
year, its condition as compared 
with the end of May last year fs 91.49 
to 92,15, , 

‘Oats, which has an Srea of 9,864,- 
106 acrés, is 661,500 acres more than 
last year, and its condition at the end 
ot wag 93.95. A year ago its 
condition was 92.32. 

The aren of barley is 1,834,000 
neres, '¢ 461,500 acres more than last 
year, and its condition at the end of 
May was 94.95. A year ago its cén- 
ation was 92.32. 

The area.of barley 18 1,834,004 
acres, op 30,500 acres less than last 
year, and its-condition is reported at 
$2.94),compared With 91.49 last year. 

The rye crop hag continued to de- 
eréage, but ‘its condition is about the 
same as a year ago. 

Peas, with 386,100 ‘acres, is tess 
than last year by 7,200 acres and its 
condition is 98.01, as compared with 
90/59 last year. : 

The trea of mixed grains is 675,000 
acres, or 6,400 acres less than iast 
year and their condition at the end of 
May was 94.72, compared with 91.71 
last year, 

The area in hay and clover is given 
as 8,510,400 acres, which is 305,100 
acres more than last year and the con- 
dition is 91.64, or 7.28 more than in 
1909. 

The area of all these field crops is 
reported at 30,654,200 acres, which is 
2,359,300 acres) more than iast 
year and 4,951,050 acres more than in 
1908. 

Wheat Shows Largest Increase. 

The largest increase has taken place 
in wheat, which has now reached 9,- 
294,800 acres, In 1909 it was 7,750,- 
400 acres and in 1908 it was 4,610,300 
acres, which is a gain in two years of 
2,684,500 acres, or more than 40 per 
cent. 

The provinces of Manitoba, Sask- 
atehewan and Alberta increased their 
acreaas in wheat from 2,496,466 
actes in 1900 to 5,624,000 acres in 
190° and to 8,395,400 acres in 1910. 
In Saskatchewan alone the increase of 
this year over last year is 1,163,000 
acres. Ontario shows an increase in 
fall whea tfrom 581,100 to 609,200 
acres and in oats from 3,142,200 to 
3,272,000 acres; Quebec, from 1,574,- 
100 to 1,649,600 acres; Manitoba, from 
1,390,000 to 1,251,000 acres; Saskat- 
chewan, from 1,847,000 te 1,973,000 
utres*and Alberta, from 820,000 “to 
974,000 acres. The condition of pas- 
tures is over 100 in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces and Quebec. It is 93.60 in 
Ontario, 89 in British Columbia and 
around 80 in Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta. 

Alfalfa Growing itn Favor. 

-Alfalfa is growing in favor in all the 
provinces ,but especially in Ontario, 
where a large number of correspon- 
dents report upon increased areas in 
this crop. The effects of late frosts 
have been felt in many places and in- 
jury has been done to fruits and ten- 
der vegetables in some localities, -but 
generally prevailing low temperatures 
of April and May have strengthened 
the field crops and Rave left them 
able to withstand attacks of night 
frosts and reseeding and replanting 
have been less necessary than in for- 
mer years. 


REVENUE OVER 100 MILLIONS. 


And Canada's Ordinary Expenditure 
Was Over 22 Millions Less. 


Ottawa, June 12-—-The department of 
tinanace has closed the accounts of the 
Dominion for the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1910. So the figures are ayail- 
able of the fiscal operations of that per- 
iod. According to the official statement 
issied by the department the revenue 
for the year totalled $101,501,0%4; the or- 
dinary expenditure, $79,409,849; the 
capital expenditure, $34,114,994, and the 
sum of_ $12,336,068 was added to the pub- 
lic debt, whieh on March 81, stood at 
$36,266,348, The addition to the debt 
during the fiscal year 1908-09 was $45,- 
969,419. 

The customs revenue for the fiscal 
year 1909-10 was $60,156,183, an increase 
of $12,740,806 over the preceding fiscal 
period. Excise $15,253,352 shows an in- 
crease of $315,590 and post office re- 
ceipts, $7,958,549, an increase of $556,924. 

The total revenue is greater by $16,- 
407,630 than the revenue for 1908-09, 
and exceeds by five millions the pre 
vious high water mark of 1907-08, when 
the revenue jumped to $96,054,505. 
While the revenue for 1909-10 was nearly 
sizteen and one-half millions in excess 
of that of 1908.09 the ordinary expendi- 
ture ($39,400,869), was lese by $4,654,983 
and the capital expenditure $34,114,994), 
is a decrease of $8,477,128, the outlay 
under this head in 1908-09 hating been 
$42,592,192.

THe negrd, Jaties Chapman, who, 
on May 14th, wis committed by His 
Honér Judge Taylor for extradition 
to the United States whthorities to be 
tried on the charte of murder, left the 
city “for Stitiwater, Oklahoma, by the 
faifternoon train on Saturday, in the 
ctiitody of Sheriff.Box, of Payne Co., 
Okla. ; se 

Chapman first attained some 
notdriety in Edmonton on April 73th, 
of this year, ‘When he made-a volun- 
tafy ‘confession to Supt. Cuthbert, of 
the N. WM. 'P,, stating that on 
Dée, Sth, 1908, he, jointly with the 
white woman, Loretia Mathews, had 
murdered the htsband ‘of the latter, 
Lawrence Mathews, had fturdered 
the Husband of the latter, Lawrence 
Mathews, at his home near Stillwater, 
Oklahoma. 

On April 29th, in the District court, 
wefore Tlis Honor Judge Taylor, Chap- 
man retraéted his confession, which 
he had made to Supt. Cuthbert, and 
undér oath said he had told the story 
for the sole purpose of compelling the 
wothan to marry him. On the strength 
of this retractation, the release of 
Chapman and the woman, Lorena 
Mathews, against both of whom extra- 


dition proceedings were pending, wos 
ordered by the judge. 
On May 6th, Chapman, who had 


been comffitted for trial on the charge 
of perjury, and who was being held at 
Fort Saskatchewan until the date of 
trial, was re-arrested on a new war- 
rant made by the American Consul- 
Géneral, Dr. J. F. Jones, of Winnipeg, 
and application was made for extra- 
dition orders delivering James Chap- 
man and Lorena Mathews into the 
hands of the United States authorities, 

On May 10th, in the course of the 
trial which followed, the negro re- 
tracted his denial of the confession of 
the murder, and declared that the 
confession as first made to Superin- 


tendent Cuthbert was substantially 
true and stating that his for- 
mer withdrawal of the con- 


fession was made _as.a result of the 
entreaties of the woman. 

On May 14th he wes committed for ex- 
tradition and shortly afterwards the wo- 
man was released, His Honor Judge 
Taylor deciding that in her case there 
was no ground for the charge. 

It was thought possible that the pro- 
cotdings against Chapman for perjury 
would take precedence of the extradition 
order,’ but the papers arriving before he 
had been tried on the charge of perjury 
he was handed into the custody of Sher- 
iff. Fox on Saturday, leaving for the 
south without delay. 

The fear of the negro is that he may 
fall a victim to lynch law, and while 
the sheriff in the course of the trial 
declared that he was well able to look 
after his prisoner he was unable to deny 
that in his state in the past there had 
been several lynchings. 

For the first time in the history of the 
province a prisoner left the country 
without the mounted police escort who 
in the ordinary course would accompany 
the prisoner to the border, the extradi- 
tion order calling for the delivery of the 
man itito the charge of the United 
States authorities in Edmonton. 


POLICEMAN ELECTROCUTED. 


Peculiar Accident in Jersey City Re- 
sulting From Blowing Down and 
Crossing of Wires. 


New York, June 12—Denis Sulli- 
van, a policeman in Jersey City, was 
electrocuted today as a result of a 
storm that blew down and tangled 
the telegraph, telephone and electric 
light wires in that city. Sullivan was 
three-quarters of a mile away from 
the tangied wires. 

At Pavonia and Kelso streeta, two 
telephone wires were blown down to- 
day. They twisted the telegraph, tele- 
phone and electric light wires. As a 
result of this a telephone was set 
afire. 

Sullivan turned in an alarm of fire 
and then decided to telephone the 
police station in Seventh street to 
have the station notify the electric 
light company to shut off the power 
that the lives of the firemen might 
not be endangered. 

Sullivan’ placed his key into the 
lock of the patrol box and was knock- 
ed twenty feet; a current of between 
2,500 and 3,000 volts had passed 
through his body. The policeman 
died half an hour later in the 8t. 
Francis hospital.
